Claims 1-49 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims 1 , 33,43, the prior art of record does not disclose nor teach an ion 
implantation system/method comprising an ion source, a beam-guide, a photoelectron 
source, wherein the a photoelectron source is located substantiallv along the entire 
length of a passaoewav defined bv a beam-cuide . and a photon source which provides 
photons to the photoelectron source, in combination with the remaining aspects of the 
claims. Since this as aspect is neither disclosed nor taught in the prior art of record, . 
independent claims 1 ,33,43 and dependent claims 2-32,34-42,44-49, which also 
incorporate this aspect, are deemed allowable over the prior art of record.
